WASHINGTON.—The State De­ 
partm ent has had it# problem s in 
handling King Saud and his reti­ 
nue. Some of the problem s, such 
as the refusal of Mayor 
Robert 
W agner of New York to greet the 
king, have been widely publiciz­ 
ed. 
Most of them haven’t. 
One problem, for instance, it 
purely budgetary. 
The State De- 
pa-tm ent 
is restricted 
by Con­ 
gress in the am ount of money It 
can spend on entertaining foreign 
notables, and therefore has set a 
rule that chiefs of state cannot 
bring along more than IO retain­ 
ers. 
This was stretched to in­ 
clude 15 aides for President Su­ 
karno of Indonesia, but the State

stretch to the point of King Saud’s 
retinue of 70. 
Therefore the Saudi em bassy, 
with an assist from the Arabian- 
American Oil com pany, is picking 
up the check for the balance.

Constitution.

es, he will go by way of Europe 
and will be flown by a U. S. plane 
though not the Columbine.

CHAMPAIGN, 111. a.P»—The de 
mand for graduates from the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois journalism school 
is increasing nearly twice as fast 
as the number of available gradu­ 
ates. 
Director Fredrick S Siebert re­ 
ported Wednesday a tally of 1956 
placement activity showed 380 job 
calls, a 20 per cent increase over 
1955. 
During 
the 
same 
period 
the 
school turned out 114 graduates, 
a 12 per cent increase over 1955. 
Siebert said in the past most 
calls for Illinois graduates came 
from within the state but now the 
demand is nationwide 
There is 
also an increasing trend, he said, 
for employers to send representa­ 
tives to the campus to interview 
graduates. 
He said salaries are increasing 
with some weekly newspaper* now 
offering up to $5,000 a year to 
start.

Part of Govt 
■Debt Refinanced 


WASHINGTON IF -T he Treasury 
reported today it has been moder­ 
ately 
successful 
in re financing 
part of the governm ent debt which 
falls due shortly. 
It did so, it said, by offering the 
highest 
interest rates 
on short 
term securities since the depres­ 
sion days of 1933. 
The Treasury 
said 
it has ex­ 
changed nearly $9 9 billion in ma­ 
turing securities for new issues, 
leaving about $875 million or 8 per 
cent, to be redeem ed in cash. 
The governm ent's over-all debt 
is $275 billion, but only $10.7 bil­ 
lion of it must be refinanced at 
this time. 
Treasury officials conceded that 
the cash demand on maturing is­ 
sues was slightly higher than had 
been expected. 
Many holders of 
the securities, they said, appar­ 
ently want cash to pay their in­ 
com e taxes. 
The governm ent’s cash balance 
on Tuesday was $1.6 billion, slight­ 
ly lower than normal.

Folsom Hits 


Army Action As 
Dictatorship 


WASHINGTON (IP—Gov 
James 
E. 
Folsom of Alabama 
charged 
today that the Arm y’s order re 
quiring six months training for Na 
tional Guardsmen is a step toward 
"m ilitary dictatorship ” 
Such a dictatorship, once estab 
lished, he said, "could he over 
thrown only by bloodshed," 
Folsom , who recently demanded 
D efense Secretary Charles E. Wil­ 
son’s ouster for charging that the. 
Guard was used as a "draft-dodg­ 
ing" outfit in the Korean W ar tes 
tified at the House Armed Services 
subcom m ittee hearing into the con 
troversy.

USC Grid Coach 


£ o S ANGELES HF—Penalty-rid­ 
den University of' Southern Cali­ 
fornia has turned to a m ember of 
its own staff to assume the role 
of head football coach after hav* 
ing vainly sought a nam e coach. 
The school Thursday night nam ­ 
ed line coach Don Clark, a m em ­ 
ber of the coaching staff for the 
past six years, as the replace­ 
ment for Jess Hill, who takes over 
as athletic director next fall. 
The selection climaxed nearly a 
year of second guessing as to who 
would follow in the footsteps of 
Hill who gave the Pacific Coast 
Conference its only victory over 
the Big Ten in the Rose 
Bowl 
since the bowl pact began IO years 
ago. 
Hill was at the helm of the 
Trojans for five seasons and his 
team in 1952 defeated Wisconsin, 
7-0, in the granddaddy of all bowl 
games. 
School 
officials 
announced 13 
months ago that Hill would suc­ 
ceed retiring Willis O. (Bill) Hun­ 
ter as athletic director in the fall 
of 1957. 
At first USC had a lot 
of potential takers for the coming 
football 
coach 
vacancy 
but the 
PCC later imposed stiff penalties 
against the school, resulting in a 
boycott by those who previously 
were eager to coach the always 
powerful Trojans.

The 
conference 
nearly ruined 
the Trojans’ football machine by 
not only barring the school from
